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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is the reasons for allowance of claims 1 8-1 9, 26-33: The present 
invention is a computer implemented method for recognition of patterns in a digital 
image. Independent claims 18 and 33 identify unique distinct features "averaging the 
correlations to determine the probability that the candidate regions exhibits or includes 
the image characteristic". The closest prior art of records to Shin et al. (US 7,212,667), 
Bouchard et al. (US 5,845,013), Cockshott et al. (US 6,438, 268) and Kegelmeyer, 
Jr.(US 5,633,948) disclose correlating each candidate region vector in the plurality of 
candidate region vectors with each image characteristic vector in the vector set however 
either singularly or in combination fail to anticipate or render above limitations obvious. 

2 The following is the reasons for allowance of claim 34: The present invention 
is a system for recognition of patterns in a digital image. Independent claim 34 identify 
unique distinct features "a correlation module configured to correlate each image vector 
in a candidate region of a digital image with each image vector in a plurality of vector 
sets to determine a probability that the desired image characteristic is present in the 
candidate region of a digital image". The closest prior art to Cockshott et al. (US 
6,438, 268) discloses plurality of image vectors including a plurality of values 
representing pixel intensities for a plurality of pixels in a subsection of digital image 
however either singularly or in combination fail to anticipate or render above limitations 
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obvious.
